Location 

The location of (he road is impor- 
tant.

If the land is level the ques- 
tion of proper loeation is usually 
an easy oos to deeide, bat if hills 
and strsaaM ara to ba srosssdL the 
road amsC be loeatsd so as to avoid 
steep grades and treacherous places^ 
thus Involving questions more dif- 
Hcult'Tir either ra.se the expert ad- 
vice of the county or state road en- 
gineer should be sought.

Th* Grade 
A giiod road involves (he proper 
grade. This should never be more 
than (Ive per cent, that is, a rise of 
Ave feet io one hundred feet of dis- 
taaca. Ti sssuro this grade, or a 
tower OM. aaiH« tba hilla and 
mouataipa retires ssaatdsraMa sn- 
gineering skill. Tha route must be 
surveyed aad tbe eharaetor of the 
land carefully studied. 

The importance of a proper grade 
may be seen from the following 
table.
